Dear Susan: 


We have been advised by our Argentine agents 

that a report has been received from the Patent Office 

concerning the above-identified application. The report 
states: 


"It can be granted. Previously the wording 
. of the claims should be improved, really subordinating 
claims 7 and the following (ammonium carbamate should 
be transferred to the main one)." 

In essence, the Patent Office is requiring that, in 
accordance with Argentine practice, the subject matter of the 
• application be defined in a single independent claim with all 
other claims depending therefrom. This requires that present 
‘ independent Claims 1 and 7 be merged. 

The following revised impregnation steps for Claim 1 
.are proposed as a means for meeting the requirement of the 
Office Action: 

"1. The continuous process of expanding tobacco 
comprising the steps of mixing the tobacco to be 
treated with an expansion agent chosen from the group 
formed by concentrated ammonium hydroxide and con¬ 
centrated aqueous ammonium carbamate, this treatment 
lasting long enough to introduce at least 1% by 
weight of ammonia, with the tobacco treated with 
ammonium hydroxide being thereafter placed in contact 

with solid, comminuted CC >2 . "
